DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by McLeodUSA. 
Consider claims 5-6. McLeod teaches a method and apparatus of generating a billing 

record for telephone subscribers comprising the steps of receiving a transaction record (e.g., at 
the end of each month, McLeod compiles all of your long distance calls); processing the 
transaction data by a plurality of rate plans (e.g., McLeod compares and rates all of your long 
distance calls against the most popular plans of AT&T, MCI and Sprint); comparing the toll 
amounts from each of the plurality of rate plans to determine a lowest toll amount (e.g., the 
amount of $322.81 is based on the lowest plan charges, the MCI plan); deducting an amount x 
from the lowest toll amount to form a final toll amount (e.g., see term agreements, if the monthly 
total usage is over $75.00, $250.00 or $750.00, the subscribers may get a discount of 3%, 6% or 
9%, respectively) to form a final toll amount which is a fixed amount less than the amount that 
would be billed in accordance with the lowest-cost rate plan of the plurality of rate plans (e.g., 
the lowest-cost rate plan is $322.81, the final fixed amount would be $303.44); and generating 
the billing record for the telephone subscribers based on the final toll amount. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over McLeodUSA. 
Consider claims 4, 7. McLeod does not explicitly teach that the transaction data includes 

the time of day, date, duration and destination of the telephone call. The examiner takes official 
notice that it was notoriously well known in the art of telephone billing to monitor telephone 
activities and generate a call detail record (CDR) for each monitored call. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to generate the 
CDR which includes the caller's telephone number, called telephone number, duration of the 
call, time, date and any activity associated with the call in order to accurately calculate and bill 
the telephone subscriber the usage amount based on the information provided by the CDR. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 10/31/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. See the explanation in the above rejection.

6. Claims 1-4 are allowed the prior art of record in a condition that a Terminal Disclaimer 
will be submitted based on US Patent No. 6,748,062. Since claims 1-14 of US Patent No. 
6,748,062 cover claims 1-4 of this pending application.
